The word "conservation” means 
the prevention of waste or injury. 
At the present time it is being 
applied to safe-guarding of na¬ 
ture’s gifts; such as the forests, 
streams, minerals and soil. It also 
includes the development, econ¬ 
omy, prudence and foresight in 
caring for the natural resources 
of the nation. It is the duty of 
each generation to tend and en¬ 
rich these gifts that they may be 
available and useful to future 
generations. We have a wonder¬ 
ful example of Conservation In 
the words of Gifford Pinchot, the 
governor of Pennsylvania, who Is 
one of its foremost American ad¬ 
vocates; "Conservation is the 
greatest good to the greatest 
number for the longest time.” 

Water, forests, minerals and 
fertile soil are the chief natural 
resources on which man depends 
for his existence. Of these, water 
is the only one whose supply is 
said to be unlimited. Still, its tre¬ 
mendous powers of destruction in 
time of floods and its wonderful 
possibilities for electrical and in¬ 
dustrial uses make its control 
and distribution one of the most 
important problems of Conserva¬ 
tion.

BASIS FOR ACTION 


The week brings a welcome 
step toward the solution of Cali¬ 
fornia’s migrant problem.

NAZISM EXPLAINED IN 
LETTER TO SIERRA MADREAN

Hitler began his campaign of 
Nazi propaganda in Hungary a 
couple of years ago when several 
groups of young Hungarian peas¬ 
ants who were unemployed, were 
enticed across the German line on 
promise of work as farm labor¬ 
ers. They were given employ¬ 
ment and shortly thereafter be- 
ban to receive instruction in 
Nazi propaganda. When their in¬ 
structors were satisfied of their 
efficiency as propagandists they 
were sent back into their native 
land to preach the doctrine of 
Nazism and extol the virtues of 
Hitler and his regime, urging 
their people to join hands with 
Hitler and overthrow their own 
government. They were and are, 
o. course, continued on the Nazi 
payroll. 

Budapest, native city of Mrs. 
Malott, is in constant fear of 
German invasion, the letter says, 
and a campaign of terrorism .a 
constantly carried on. Jews of the 
Hungarian capital and other cities 
are objects of most of the te 
rorism and just a few days be¬ 
fore the letter was written, a 
nearby Jewish synagogue was 
bombed, bringing death and in¬ 
jury to worshipers within.

Conservation Meeting Here 
To Be Attended By 
Many Officials 

Supervisors from five Southern 
California counties have already 
made reservations for the conser¬ 
vation luncheon meeting of South- 
landers interested in the various 
foothill areas, to be held at Wis¬ 
taria Vine Gardens next Thurs¬ 
day. A dozen forest service 
officials gave notice they will 
be present and a number 
of civic leaders from this 
and surrounding communities 
have made reservations. Roger 
Jessup, chairman of the Los An¬ 
geles county board of supervis¬ 
ors, who will preside, expressed 
the belief last night that the at¬ 
tendance would be in keeping 
with the importance of the sub¬ 
ject to be discussed. All Sierra 
Madre citizens are invited to at¬ 
tend. 

Purpose of the conference cal¬ 
led by the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce is to lay the ground 
work for a coordinated program 
of conservation without which it 
seems impossible to have the 
Congress specifically appropriate 
several million dollars already al¬ 
located for conservation in South¬ 
ern Caifomia but which has re¬ 
mained untouched in Washington 
since the last Congress, not¬ 
withstanding the urgent need of 
immediate action. 

P. W. Norcross, chief engineer 
of the U. S. Forest Service is 
here from Washington with his 
assistant inquiring into the for¬ 
estry situation and with a corps 
of forest engineers and officials 
from California forests, is inspec- 
ing the foothill area and water¬ 
sheds. They toured through the 
Angelus forest back of Sierra 
Madre as far as Charlton Flats 
and Chilao Tuesday and yester¬ 
day. Today they inspect the San 
Dimas Experimental grounds in 
San Dimas Canyon. 

“Good fire protection, dense 
vegetation, and adequate flood 
control systems are paramount. 
Especially will good brush cover 
allow for road building with the 
minimum amount of danger from 
erosion and flood. 

“Before you build roads in 
steep mountains like these, where 
precipitation is high and sudden, 
you should have culverts and 
other drainage provisions,” said 
Mr. Norcross after his tour yes¬ 
terday.
